Pulp-Refining Engine. 





In this engine there is a combination of 
an interior rotary cone having radial cutters and 
a surrounding shell provided with cutters, the 
cutters being retained by intermediate wooder. 
blocks and adjusted by wedge-keys. The 
shell is supported by flanged rings of upright 
casings, through openings of which the shaft 
of the cone passes. The cutters of the shell 
are reset by means of interposed supporting- 
rings when worn out. 

Figure 1 represents a side elevation of the 
engine ; Fig. 2 a vertical longitudinal section 
of the cylinder drawn on a larger scale, and 
Fig. 3 is an enlarged vertical transverse sec- 
tion of the cylinderon the line x x, Fig. 2. 

A and A’ represent two upright casings, the 
inner walls of which are provided with circu- 
lar openings, surrounded by ring-shaped 
flanges aa’ 5d’, Between the flanges a a’ and 
6 4 are supported a number of steel or bronze 
cutters, B, held radially in position by means 
of intermediate tapering blocks of wood, H, 
so as to form a shell or casing that surrounds 
concentrically an interior rotary cone, C. 
The cutter B and the intermediate blocks, H, 
are rigidly secured to the flangesaa’ 44’ by 
wooden keys D, and the entire shell is bound 
together by the hoops cc'c*. The outer flanges 
a a’, are provided at the top of casings A A’ 
with small recesses through which the cutters B 
and blocks H are inserted for being placed in 
position. The wooden blocks are shorter than 
the cutters, so that the latter project at their 
inner ends beyond the blocks. The wooden 
blocks and keys are placed in position and 
driven home while dry, so that when the wet 
stock is supplied to the machine they begin to 
swell, and form thereby a conical shell that is 
as firm and tight as if it were made of one 
piece. The interior rotary cone is provided 
with radial cutters, arranged with a suitable 
degree of inclination to the longitudinal axis 
of the cone. The cone is attached to a 
shaft, E, which passes through circular open- 
ings in the outer walls of the casings A A’, 
and turns in suitable journal-bearings, E’, and 
adjustable centres, E’, as shown in Fig. 1, 
by which latter the shaft 1s longitudinally ad- 
justable, so that the position of the cone can 
be accurately set toward the surrounding shell. 
The wear of the steel cutters is slow, but in case 
they are worn out by long use they can be util- 
ized by recessing their ends and moving them 
inwardly, which requires, however, the driving 
in of thicker keys for the rigid fastening of 
the cutters. The readjustment of the cutters 
can also be accomplished in such a manner 
that several concentric rings are placed in po- 
sition on the inner flanges, 4 4’, to which the 
recessed ends of the cutters are fitted, as 
shown in dotted lines in Fig. 2. As the cut- 
ters are worn off, the rings are gradually re- 
moved, whereby all the cutters are brought 
closer to the cone. The outer wall of the 
casing is screwed to the body of the casing, 
so as to permit the removing and replacing 
of the cone and its proper adjustment to the 
shell. The casings are connected by longi- 
tudinal steadying-bolts, as shown in Fig. 1. 
The end walls of the casings are cast in such 
a Manner that the parts above the shaft- 
openings are thicker than the parts below 
the same, the upper being made tapering 
in upward direction and the lower parts ta- 
pering toward the shaft-openings, so that 
both sections of the end wall are of greater 
thickness at the lower ends, as shown in Fig. 
2. By this arrangement the pulp is directed 
toward the centre of the trough-shaped lower 
parts of the casings, and its adhering to the 
end walls is obviated. The casings form 
chambers at both ends of the grinding cone and 
shell, in which the stock is collected, without 
requiring stuffing-boxes for the shaft, which 
has the advantage that the stock is not mixed 
with lubricating material and deteriorated 
thereby. 

With stock which requires a quicker grind- 
ing action a more inclined adjustment of the 
cutters of the cone toward the axis is made. 
For grinding up the common stock, that is 
mostly used, it is best to round off the edges 
of the cutters of the cone and shell, which 
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some extent, instead of being cut up. The 
supply of stock has to be so regulated that it 
remains always a short distance below the 
shaft, as indicated by the dotted line in Fig. 2. 
The advantages of this engine are said to 
be: Considerable saving of space, as a num- 
ber of rag engines are dispensed with ; in- 
creased capacity and uniform grinding of 
the stock, and the facility with which the en- 
gine can be taken apart for being cleaned, and 
by which it can be adjusted so that the stock 
can be ground in any manner, short or long, 
and quick or slow, as desired.

Consumption of Fuel. 











The facts we are about to give will be 
found of use for ready reference in calculating 
the amount of fuel used, saved or 
wasted by an engine or boiler in the 
usual working year of 300 days of 
ten hours each, and also in a working 
year of 300 days of twenty-four hours 
each, such as is the customary run 
of establishments working 144 hours 
per week. 

Let us go at once to the figures. 
Each pound of coal per hour per 
horse-power amounts in 300 10-hour 
days to 1.33928 gross tons of 2240 
pounds each, and in 300 24-hour days 
to 3.21428 gross tons. Each half- 
pound of coal per hour per horse is 
.66964 gross tons per year of 300 
24-hour days. Each quarter pound 
of coal per horse-power is .23482 
gross tons per year of~ joo 10-hour 
days, or .80357 gross tons per day of 
300 24-hour days. Each eighth pound 
of coal per hour per horse-power is 
-16741 gross tons per year of 300 
24-hour days. The gross ton of 2,240 
pounds avoirdupois is given in these 
calculations. 

To reduce gross tons of 2,240 
pounds to net tons of 2,000 pounds, 
multiply by 1.12 or divide by .8,928, 
whichever is most convenient, and 
conversely. To reduce net tons of 
2,000 pounds to gross or legal tons 
of 2,240 pounds, divide by 1.12 or 
multiply by .8,928, according to con- 
venience. In the application of the 
foregoing figures, suppose a condensing 
steam-engine to develop 175 horse-power, 
with 40 pounds initial pressure above 
atmosphere, with a coal consumption of 
3% pounds per hour per _ horse-power, 
and that 
sure to 50 pounds by the gauge the 
work was 185 horse-power, with a 
consumption of 2% pounds per 
per horse-power, the saving per year 
of 300 10-hour days is .66964 gross tons 
for each horse-power, or .66964 = 126.2834 
gross tons, and the saving per year of 300 24- 
hour days is 160 714, by 185 = 297.32 gross 
tons.—A merican Miller. 
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Process of Making Porous Alum. 
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This is a process for producing directly 
from ferruginous aluminous materials—such 
as clays, schists, and bauxite, preferably the 
latter—a porous sulphate of alumina, free, or 
almost free, from iron, and consisting chiefly 
of sulphate of alumina and water of hydration. 
The following is a method of conducting the 
process. Into a leaden pan heated in any 
convenient manner a quantity of sulphuric 
acid is drawn, sufficient room Being allowed 
for the swelling and foaming of the mass dur- 
ing the operation. To the acid, while yet 
cold, the necessary quantity of powdered 
bauxite is introduced. The quantity which 
will be necessary will vary of course with 
the chemical composition of the bauxite ; but 
in order to insure a basic solution in all cases 
bauxite in excess is used. A violent action 
will soon take place, during which it may be 
necessary to sprinkle smal! quantities of 
water, or weak liquors from previous opera- 
tions, over the mass to prevent overflow. The 
mass will presently subside. Itisto be kept 
in a semi-fluid or pasty condition until a test 
by sample shows basisity. The pans and 
their contents are then allowed to cool, or a

quantity of water may be added to make a 
solution which will not harden when cold. If 
allowed to cool in the pans, the hard mass 
may be removed therefrom to other vessels, 
where a solution can be effected. 

Another method of making the solution is as 
follows: Into a vessel of suitable dimensions, 
preferably lead-lined and with sloping sides, 
sulphuric acid is introduced, preferably of a 
density of 50° Baumé, more or less. This 
acid is heated to about 200° Fahrenheit, and 
into it the required quantity of ground bauxite 
is quickly stirred. In this case, however, a 
larger proportion of bauxite must be used to 
obtain basic solutions, as a considerable pro- 
portion of the bauxite will escape being acted 
upon by the acid on account of the rapidity of 
the process. For this reason, also, a constant 
and certain degree of basisity cannot be de-

pended on. On the contrary, it may occasion- 
ally happen that even with an increased pro- 
portion of bauxite a sour solution will result. 
After a solution of basic ferruginous sulphate 


| of alumina has been obtained, or, if the solu- 
by incréasing the initial pres- | 


tion is not already basic, after it has been 
made basic by the use of precipitated hydrate 
of alumina, or by some other means, it is 
cleared from the insoluble impurities by sub- 
sidence, filtration, or other means. 

The clear solution of basic ferruginous sul- 
phate of alumina, which is generally of a dark- 
yellow color, is then placed in suitable vessels 
or tanks, preferably lead-lined, in which it is 
subjected to the action of plumbic dioxide, 
manganic dioxide, or sesquioxide mangan- 
ates or permanganates, or stannic acid, or 
any other substance which will precipitate fer- 
ric oxide in an insoluble form. In case iron 
is present in the solution in the form of fer- 
rous oxide, it will be advantageous to oxidize 
it to ferric oxide, by a cheap oxidizing agent, 
prior to this treatment, as otherwise the fer- 
rous oxide will be oxidized at the expense of 
part of the precipitants. After the introduc- 
tion of the precipitant the mixture is thorough- 
ly stirred up and g@ sample is taken to test 
whether iron be still present. If it (remains 
in considerable quantities, more of the precipi- 
tant is introduced until all or nearly all of the 
iron has been removed. 

The liquor is next cleared of insoluble par- 


ticles by filtration or by subsidence, and is | 


then drawn off into suitable vessels for evap- 
oration. When it has been sufficiently con- 
centrated to form when cold a hard substance 
—say to a density of from 60° to 65° Baumé 
(more or less), it is allowed to cool until it be- 
comes semi-fluid or pasty. A small quantity 


of bicarbonate of soda—say from one to three | 


pounds (more or less) to every one thousand 
pounds of finished product—is introduced and 
briskly stirred into the mass. Carbonic acid 
gas will at once be freed by the action of the 


hot sulphate of alumina solution on the bicar- 
bonate of soda, and will permeate and trans- 


form the mass into a porous structure.

The Acid or Bisulphite Processes. 
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(Continued.) 

Some parties, perhaps new in the busi- 
ness, seem to be in a quandary regarding much 
of the preliminary workings of the process, such 
as the action of the fire on the mineral and the 
like. Were it practicable to control perhaps 
it would be better otherwise, but, as it is, the 
smoke and blaze do no injury, in the case of 
coal, unless the proportion of sulphur is excep- 
tionally large. I have never experienced any 
difficulty, although at first I was fearful that it 
would affect the solution. The best results 
have thus far followed when the weak 
liquor is kept at about 3° Baumé, 
holding between 2° and 4° and not 
allowing it to go above or below 
these two points. The general ap- 
pearance of the combination will be 
the only test required after a little 
experience. 

The bottom of the digester should 
contain about eighteen inches of raw 
magnesite or whatever basic material 
is used in making the double sul- 
phide, and should all be carefully 
packed in by a person with good 
judgment. Care should be taken to 
pack evenly, and the results should 
be watched and noted carefully. 
There will be some annoyance at first 
by the basic materials crystallizing ; 
this is usually caused by the fumes 
from the undecomposed mineral, and 
by experimenting may be overcome 
to a great extent. Sometimes it is 
a good plan to pack a small propor- 
tion of raw ore among the calcined 
as the tower is built up; the blaze 
should not be allowed to run down, 
but the more the flame permeates the 
chunks the more perfect the incinera- 
tion. 

As to the stronger or principal 
liquor, there is yet no standard of 
strength. I have tested much and 
written more regarding this mat- 
ter, but outside of personal preju- 
| dice I have attained the best results at 8° 

Baumé, but some mills use it one-third 
stronger, while others never allow higher 
than 5° Baumé for the strongest, and I 
have had samples of pulp from each 
and am not prepared to state, as a result 
of all the tests I could apply, which is the 


best. Either one is equal to the pulp made 
under my supervision according to my 
theory. It should be borne in mind, however, 


that above a certain limit, according to the 
variety and quality of sulphur, style and ca- 
pacity of furnace, pattern of tower, condition 
of base and kind of digester, every degree of 
strength is a very expensive addition, and 
therefore the cost should be carefully esti- 
mated. Nearly anyone can make pulp from 
wood and get good results by any process, but 
the question of cost is what interests the 
owners of a mill, and this should be reduced 
to the minimum, curtailing these prelimina- 
ries wherever possible commensurate with 
good stock, for, in the great majority of in- 
stances, the fractional additional cost is in- 
curred before the wet-machine is reached by 
the pulp. 

It must be remembered that this column and 
discussion is open for quefies at all times, and 
| persons intereSted should ask all pertinent 
| questions, but in no event can I promise to for- 
| ward answers by mail, my test being made 
for this journal. 

Returning to the discussion, if the sugges- 
tions given my in last are acted upon, it is best 
| to remove the contents of the digester and 
wash in some other place near the wet-machine. 
Theoretically this work would best be done 
| by means of a series of pumps, which could be 
| so arranged as to elevate the required distance, 
and the pulp could be washed and even 
bleached on its way. This plan strikes me 
| aS superior, in many respects, to conveyors or 
| elevators, for the solution being removed the 
pulp is notacid, and could therefore be pumped 











up without guarding against acid action, anda 
cheap and effectual hoisting-pump could be 
arranged so that as the mass passes through 
it would be subjected to friction and mechani- 
cal resistance that would tend to mash and 
bruise to a greater extent than by blowing off 
under pressure. 

I have often cooked a batch of chips that 
showed upon examination magnificent results, 
but after blowing off would be decidedly 
colored and off in general appearance. When 
it is remembered what a high pressure is re- 
quired to blow off these large digesters it is 
not to be wondered at that these delicate 
fibres should be attacked by the heat and 
gases. Steam pressure of 140 pounds, noth- 
ing uncommon in blowing off, equals a tem- 
perature of 350° at least, and no vegetable 
can withstand this temperature any length of 
time without positive and permanent injury ; 
whereas, if the solution alone is blown off 
hot water is constantly taking the place of this 
pressure heat, and, as is well known, it is 
extremely improbable that water at a higher 
temperature than 212° can be pumped from 
one place to another ; consequently the tem- 
perature is constantly decreasing, and the hot 
water being constantly replaced keeps the fibre 
wet and renders it impervious to steam heat. 

It has been claimed by some that the heat 
at which the digester is kept while the mass is 
being cooked tends to evaporate and precipi- 
tate, thus creating a void at the top of the 
digester, which fills with gases that burn the 
upper layers of fibre. I have not found any 
evidences in the very last portions in the di- 
gester to establish this view, but it will be 


noticed that when the chips are first placed in ~~ 


the digester they are perfectly dry ; the fluid 
is then turned on and pressure is applied 
without giving the wood an opportunity for 
absorbing, and, of course, when the solution, 
now made hot, enters the wood the line of 
demarcation lowers very perceptibly, creating 
a vacuum at the top, where the burning is 
done, as stated in a previous article. This 
theory is borne out every day in practice, and 
in the few instances where I have allowed the 
pressure to run down sufficiently to inject 
more solution—weak liquor—after the mass 
was partially cooked I obtained much better 
results. 





Animal and Vegetable Fibres. 





Between the fibres of vegetable and 
animal origin there is one great chemical dif- 
ference. 

The basis of all vegetable cells is cellulose, 
a substance which, when perfectly pure, con- 
sists of carbon, hydrogen and oxygen in the 
proportions indicated by the formula C, Hi 
Os, and which possesses great chemical inert- 
ness, having very little affinity for other bodies, 
and which can scarcely be acted upon by any 
reagents, except strong acids and alkalies. 

The basis of all animal fibres is gelatine or 
some albuminoid body allied to it. We never 
find a trace of cellulose in the animal king- 
dom. While our albuminoid molecule con- 
tains the same substances in its composition 
as the molecule of cellulose, it also contains 
two others—nitrogen and sulphur. 

This substance or its cogeners forms the 
solid walls of the animal cells which build up 
the fibres, and whether the materials we have 
to work upon be the secretion from a worm, 
such as silk, or the hairs of a goat or the wool 
of a sheep, it is the material basis which forms 
the largest portion of the solid structure. 
Gelatine has a higher specific gravity than 
cellulose, and hence animal substances sink 
in water, while vegetable substances swim. 
As a rule, the ultimate vegetable cells are 
larger than the animal cells, and hence there 
are a larger number of the latter in the same 
space, and the tenacity of gelatine is also 
greater than that of cellulose, so that ani- 
mal substances and fibres are, as a rule, 
stronger than vegetable fibres. 

Most of the animal fibres are too minute to 
be examined with the naked eye, except in 
their general aspect. Hence we require the 
use of a powerful microscope when we wish 
to notice their structure more closely, and 
especially when we are examining the differ- 
ences between the various fibres in detail.— 
Dr. Bowman,

The mill employees 
are preparing their petition asking for the 
early shutting down of the mills on Saturday 
nights, and the matter will be brought squarely 
before the manufacturers. The request is not 
unreasonable, and it is to be hoped that it will 
be accorded thoughtful consideration and fair 
Much has already been said in 
favor of this plan by manufacturers, news- 
papers and employees, and it seems as if the 
plan is feasible. In case of its failure, if 
adopted, a return to the old way would be an 
easy matter. A fair and impartial hearing is 
all that the mill employees ask. 

The Parsons Paper Company expects to 
lay out about $50,000 within a short time in 
improving its mill known as the “ Little 
Hampden,” which was bought recently from 
the Holyoke Water-Power Company. An 
addition, 56x50 feet, four stories high above 
the basement, will be built, the floor beams in 
the old mill being raised about six feet to cor- 
respond with those of the No. 3 mill and the 
roof will also be raised. The room thus 
gained will be converted into a calender de- 
partment and the upper stories will be used 
for storage purposes only. The location of 
the water-wheels will also undergo a change, 
the raceways and wheel-pits will also be deep- 
ened and enlarged, which will increase the 
power. The old calenders will be removed 
and new ones put in, which will add to the fa- 
cilities of this department. The company is 
also building an addition 24 feet long to its Mt. 
Tom mill, to increase the capacity of the bond- 
paper branch of the business. 

The Hampden Glazed Paper Company has 
begun work on an extension of its mill, to be 
65x50 feet, four stories high, and the contracts 
have all been awarded. 

Smith & Kellogg, paper rulers, on Front 
street, finding their quarters too small, are 
cutting through a wall into another room, 
which they will add to their works.

From interviews had with several pa- 
per makers during a few days’ tour last week, 
the outlook for the paper manufacturing indus- 
try of New England is somewhat encouraging 
so far as demand is concerned. While paper 
makers have been forced to meet a low market 
during the past six months, economical man- 
agement in the running of mills has enabled 
such manufacturers as are favorably situated 
to close the first half of the present year with- 
| out loss 

From the improved conditions of the paper 
trade, so noticeable when the year opened, bet- 
ter prices were expected to soon take the 
| place of the long ruling low quotations and 
the expectation would, no doubt, have been 
realized in some quarters had not the improve- 
ment in general lines of business throughout 
the country been interrupted by unwise labor 
disturbances. Even inthe face of the business 
depression so generally felt in commercial and 
industrial circles during the past months, the 
paper trade has held its own, and manufac- 
turers are now inclined to think that the next 
six months will develop an increased demand, 
which in turn will tend to a decided firmness 
in the paper market. 

Consumers seem to realize that the con- 
ditions of the trade are such as to point more 
to an advance in prices than to lower figures. 
and acting upon this conviction mumerous or- 
ders are being placed. Many paper mills are 
in consequence fairly supplied with orders. 

Manufacturers of book paper and writings, 
such as have built up a demand for ‘* special- 
ties,” are seemingly in better condition than 
manufacturers of lower grades of paper. 

Such manufacturers are the Whiting Paper 
Company, the Parsons Paper Company, the 
Valley Paper Company and some others, of 
Holyoke, Mass., each of which is extensively 
known because of certain superior specialties 
of paper manufactured, are having no trouble 
in placing their products. 

The fine boxed stationery turned out by the 
Whiting Paper Company, of which a leading | 
line is ‘‘ Whiting’s Standard,” is in good popu- 
lar demand everywhere.. While the daily | 
product of this company is very large, its 
trade is so increasing that extensive alterations 
and additions in machinery and power are 
even now being made to enable the company 
to meet their demands. 

With the Parsons Paper Company, treasury- 
bond, bank-note, parchment and linen ledger 
papers are leading specialties, and these are in 
large demand for commercial uses. Parson's 
** Scotch” linen ledgers are guaranteed by the 
manufacturer to be as good in every respect | 
as any ledger paper made, possessing those 
qualities which give superior value to this line 
of papers.

in fine paper. Trade with this company was 
reported on the increase, as the preparation is 
one giving great satisfaction to those manu- 
facturers using it. The manufacturers of 
‘* Atlas” pulp claim that the material is used 
in the finest grades of writing paper with good 
results, adding much to the finish of the paper, 
while the large percentage retained in the 
paper does not injure the quality in the least. 

In the way of local matters the Boston trade 
presents nothing of more than ordinary inter- 
est. Among paper-stock dealers a more cheer- 
ful feeling is noted, due partly to the fact that 
the numerous inquiries for stock will soon ma- 
terialize. 

The imports of the past week show an im- 
provement over the receipts of paper stock for 
some time past, the week's receipts being 2,740 
bales, classed as follows : 76 bales of rags, 375 
bales of cotton wastes, 432 bales of paper 
waste, 610 bales of flax waste, 408 bales of old 
bagging, 65 bales of old rope, and 674 bales of 
paper stock, not graded. 

The receipts of chemicals for the same time 
include : 674 casks of bleaching powder, 450 
drums of caustic soda and 629 casks of soda 
ash. 

The tone of the chemical market is some- 
what improved and prices are firmer with a 
slight advance in some lines of chemicals. 
Bleaching powder is reported firm at 1.47% to 
1%c. to arrive, lots from store being held at 
1% to 1.55c. Caustic soda, high test, 2.47% 
to 2%c. per pound of 60 percent. Soda ash, 
1% to1.35c. Sal soda, 92% to 95c. Rosins 
are firm and quoted at 1.45c. for F., G., 1.50¢.; 
stocks light. Long and heavy rains in the 
rosin districts of the South have interrupted 
transportation, so that very little rosin has been

Firing Steam Boilers. 





There is a very simple way of firing, 
which answers very well, and which does not 
require complicated constructions and appli- 
ances, always more or less objectionable.

The vola- 
tile gases will consequently be liberated at a 
comparatively slow rate, and will combine 
with the air, which, entering through the in- 
terstices in the fuel on the cool part of the 
grate, will be evenly distributed over its sur- 
face. 

Gas and air will thus be supplied in nearly 
the proper proportions for complete combus- 


| tion of the fuel, and as the production of vol-

atile gases diminishes, the air passing through 
the front part of the grate will enter into com- 
bustion with the fuel thereon, which has been 
deprived of nearly all its volatile constituents. 

By means of this simple method the sudden 
production of a large volume of volatile gases 
is avoided, and air in a well divided state is 
always presentto consume the gases liberated ; 
thus smokeless combustion and saving of fuel 
are realized. Care must be taken that the 
fresh fuel is charged at regular intervals of

Speed of Machines. 


A very simple way of getting at the 
speed of any machine you are about to start, 
and which has an intermediate or counter- 
shaft, is to draw a perpendicular line and put 
the speed of line-shaft and all sizes of the driv- 
ers on the left-hand side of the line. 

Then put all the sizes of the driven pulleys, 
with X for the required speed, on the other 
side of the line. Thus: Take the speed of a 
line-shaft at 300 which has a pulley 20 inches 
in diameter driving tight and loose pulleys on 
a countershaft which is ten inches in diameter. 
This countershaft has a pulley eighteen inches 
in diameter driving a cutter-head whose pulley 
is three inches in diameter. What is the speed 
of the cutter-head ?

Cost of Different Kinds of Walls. 


The first idea that naturally suggests 
itself, after the general plan of arrangement 
has been perfected, is what material shall 
mainly enter into the construction of the build- 
ing—brick, stone or wood. In nearly every 
portion of the Eastern, Middle and Western 
three building materials can 
readily be had, and the cost of production 
does not vary much in any locality. Assum- 
ing, therefore, that the first cost is the same 
in the above localities we may easily arrive 
at the ultimate cost of construction. 

For the purposes of this article, we may as- 
sume the cost of good common brick, during 
the summer, to be $8 per thousand ; cost of 
labor and mortar to lay the same in the wall, 
$4 per thousand, wall measure. The cost of 
good quarry stone, assumed at $10 per cord ; 
the cost of labor and mortar to lay the same 
in the wall, $8 per cord of roo feet. The cost 


|of framing lumber, $12 per thousand feet ; 
| labor and nails to put the same up, $6 per 


| 


thousand. With these prices as a basis, it isa 
matter of computation only to arrive at the 
eProportionate cost of each material after it 
has been worked into the walls. As an exam- 
ple, suppose we have 10 feet square of plain 
wall to build, what will be the comparative 
Ten feet square equals 100 superficial 
feet. If to be built of brick 12 inches thick, 
estimating 22% brick to the superficial foot, 
would take 2,250 bricks ; cost in wall per thou- 
sand, $12, equals $27. 

To lay a good rubble stone wall, it should 
be 18 inches thick ; therefore, 10 feet square, 
or 100 superficial feet, of stone wall 18 inches 
thick, at $18 per cord of 100 feet, would cost
